‘SHE... TOOK ADVANTAGE OF HER KNOWLEDGE’ 


Former cleaner is 
on trial over theft 
from country house 


JEWELLERY and 
watches, many of 
the items of 
sentimental value, 
and worth more 
than £50,000, were 
stolen from a Vale 
of Glamorgan 
country house 
when the owner left 
on the school run. 

One of those alleged 
to be responsible was a 
former cleaner who 
knew the house inside- 
out, knew the property 


was there, and took full 
advantage of her 
knowledge, said 

prosecutor David 

Thomas at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Paula Miles, 34, who 
had worked at the house 
and Claire Gimblett, 39, 
both of Peacehaven, 
Tredegar, have pleaded 
not guilty to carrying out 
a burglary at Porthkerry 
House, Porthkerry. 

Mr Thomas said the 
property was “a rather 
grand house” standing 
alone in acres of land in

a beautiful setting, with 
a long driveway. 

Living there with her 
two sons was Vanessa 
Barker. 

On January 20, at 
7.20am she left on a 
school run and didn’t 
lock the French doors 
overlooking the sea. 
Later, she was told 
people had been seen 
inside the house when 
she was absent. 

There was no 

“ransacking” but she 
later discovered 

jewellery and watches 
worth over £50,000 had 
been stolen. Among the 
items was a Cartier 
watch. 

After police made 
enquiries, two men who 
had been repairing the 
drive said they saw two 


people in the house. 

Later, two teenagers 
were arrested after one 
was wrongly identified 
as being involved. 

Their mothers said 
they were at home at the 
time “ready to go to 
school”. 

“The police had 
drawn a blank” said Mr 
Thomas. But on 
Porthkerry Green was a 
CCTV camera 

belonging to a local 
farmer, Gwilym Davies. 

It was checked and 
the police spotted a 
Renault car parked there 
with the defendants 
inside, which arrived 
three minutes after Mrs 
Barker left. 

The defendants later 
drove off but two days 
later Mrs Barker found a 
bunch of keys in the 
house, one of which was 
for the Renault. 

Miles and her partner 
Gimblett were arrested 
and said they had driven 
from Tredegar to 
Porthkerry for fresh air 
at about 7.15am. 


One of the them said 
they fell into a puddle, a 
man gave them a hand 
and stole Gimblett’s 
purse containing a car 
key. 

They later broke into 
the car and found an 
alternative key and 
drove off. 

The police discovered 
on Miles’ mobile phone 
on the day of the 
burglary a call to a 
businessman in Bath 
asking if he wanted to 
buy a Cartier watch. 

Mr Thomas said: 
“Miles was a former 
cleaner in the house, and 
knew it inside out. She 
had keys to the house 
and was a friend of Mrs 
Barker. 

“She knew the 
jewellery was there, and 
took advantage of her 
knowledge. The set of 
keys later found in the 
house belonged to 
Miles,” said Mr Thomas. 

The case continues.

This Standard represents comrades who failed 
to come home, memories of our youth and of 
those who have passed on in recent years.

REGIONAL 
Assembly Member, 
Andrew RT Davies, 
has called for clarity 
from the Welsh 
Government over 
controversial 
proposals to 

upgrade Five Mile 
Lane in the Vale. 

Mr Davies said local 
residents had raised 
concerns with him over 
suggestions that a new 
road could be built to 
replace the existing 
route. He insisted greater 
information should be 
made available to the 
public. 

Responsibility for 
improvements lies with 
the Vale Council, though 
the project would be 
funded by the Welsh 
Government. 

Five Mile Lane, which 
has many twists and 
turns, has developed a 
notorious reputation over 
the years, and even 
carries a safety warning 
at either end reminding 
motorists it has claimed a 
number of lives. 

Mr Davies said there 
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was uncertainty over the 
nature of proposals, 
prompting local concern. 

“There has been very 
little solid information 
from either the council or 
the Welsh Government 
over the plans to improve 
Five Mile Lane and 
rumours abound that 
significant changes could 
be made to the current 
road layout. 

“Residents and road 
users support the 
principle of improving 
this dreadful piece of 
road, which has had, 
sadly, many fatalities on 
it. 

“However, there is a 
question mark over 
whether this actually 
calls for a completely 
new road or if simply 
upgrading the existing 
road would be sufficient. 

“I have raised the 
matter in the Assembly 
with the Minister and I 
have urged the Welsh 
Government to bring 
forward a detailed 


breakdown of their plans 
and what money is being 
made available to carry 
out the upgrade. 

“Most importantly, 
though, I know that 
residents would 

appreciate and expect 
greater information and a 
legitimate public 

consultation over these 
plans.” 

Mr Davies raised the 
issue in the Senedd with 
the Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, the 
Minister for Finance and 
Government Business, 
who commented: “I do 
not think that anyone 
would disagree with 
Andrew RT Davies about 
the need to address the 
safety issues in relation 
to Five Mile Lane. 

“Of course, work has 
been done and proposals 
have been brought 
forward. I will ensure 
that the Minister for 
Economy, Science and 
Transport comes forward 
with the information. Of 
course, it will also 
involve the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council.”

A total of 2,600

Keith McIntyre, the 
vice chairman of the 
Barry Community Water 
Activities Centre 

operations committee 
who keeps records of the 
numbers of youngsters 
involved, highlighted 
the figure at a recent 
Scout taster course.

“He confirmed the

Time to speak up 
on council mergers’ 


RESIDENTS will be aware 
of the Welsh Labour 
Government’s proposals to 
merge the Vale Council 
with neighbouring Cardiff. 

We believe that a merger 
would be bad news for Vale 
residents. Not only could it lead 
to higher council tax charges, we 
believe that such a merger would 
lead to greater development in 
Barry and the Vale’s green 
spaces. 

Even if you are in favour of a 
merger in principle, there are 
serious questions around the 
timing. Public money is being 
cut and mergers in themselves 
cost significant sums, before the 
potential of longer term savings 
can be realised. 

Earlier this year. Conservative 
councillors tabled a motion that 
was supported by all political 


parties to oppose the plans. In 
spite of this, the new Public 
Services Minister, Leighton 
Andrews AM has effectively 
threatened councils throughout 
Wales with financial penalties if 
they do not agree to his plans. 

His use of threat and coercion 
to force through these plans is 
frankly unacceptable. 

The loss of regeneration 
funding was a huge blow to Barry 
and a merger would lead to even 
tougher competition for much- 
needed funding for Barry and the 
Vale within a ‘greater Cardiff’ 
region. 

While we may not always 
agree with the direction of travel 
taken by the Labour-led council, 
the Vale of Glamorgan has a 
unique character, its own needs 
and - fundamentally - the 
potential to be a successful stand¬ 
alone authority. 


A return to the bad old days of 
the Glamorgan county would be a 
retrograde step. 

One voice which has been 
inexplicably absent from this 
debate is your local Labour 
Assembly Member, Jane Hutt, 
who has a voice on the cabinet 
table as a senior Welsh 
Government Minister. 

Her support for the cross-party 
opposition to a merger would be a 
huge boost; we are concerned that 
she remains silent. 

With the Welsh Government’s 
deadline fast approaching, it is 
time for all parties to make their 
views known.

Brian Jones (47) of 
Red Brink Crescent, 
Barry Island, who had no 
previous convictions, 
pleaded guilty to a charge 
of voyeurism. 

Judge Tom Crowther 
QC told him: “This was 
not a joke, and the 
consequences were 
significant.” 

Ultimately, he said, 
Jones confessed to what 
he had done. 

The court heard that 
after being discovered, 
he drove in his car to 
Treorchy and after 
buying a bottle of vodka, 
visited his mother’s 
grave. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said Jones filmed 
the woman on his mobile 
phone as she was having 
a shower. The incident 
was later reported and 
when challenged, Jones 


denied doing anything. 

Officers took 

possession of the phone 
and found on it seven 
videos, four of which had 
been deleted. 

One of them showed 
the woman in the shower 
washing her hair. 

At that point, said Mr 
Warren, Jones totally 
denied taking 

photographs of her. 

He said it was all a 
joke, he was not sexually 
attracted to the woman, 
and was shocked to find 
the phone had been on at 
the time. 

At one point, said Mr 
Warren, the victim stated 
that she had been made to 
feel she’d imagined the 
incident. 

His counsel, Nicholas 
Gedge, said: “He is 
sickened by what he did. 
He is stricken, and it was 
wholly out of character.” 

Mr Gedge suggested 
he had been disinhibited 


by alcohol. Prison, he 
said, held a very real fear 
for him. 

The court heard that 
Jones was assisted in 
being rehabilitated by his 
church, with whom he 
was now going through a 
recovery programme. 

In addition to a 
suspended sentence, he 
was made subject to a 
supervision order for 18 
months, ordered to carry 
out 180 hours unpaid 
work and to pay £200 
costs and a victim 
surcharge of £80. 

The judge made a 
forfeiture order in respect 
of the phone. 

Mr Warren said that 
the prosecution might 
ask for a Sexual Offences 
Prevention Order, which 
would include a ban on 
the defendant owning 
any phone that takes 
videos. 

That application will 
be heard later this month.

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GEM readers respond to 
story of young Serb in 
search for grandfather

THE Glamorgan 
GEM recently told 
the story of a young 
Serbian man who 
was appealing to 
the people of south 
Wales to help him 
find out what had 
happened to his 
long lost 

grandfather, who 
fled a civil conflict. 

Slobodan Erdeljan 
(24), who lives in 
Belgrade, said his 
grandfather, Danilo 
Ljubenko, had travelled 
to London and then on 
to Wales during the 
Second World War. 

“My grandfather 
escaped to London from 
Belgrade when World 
War Two started and 
after that the family lost 
contact with him. 

“The family received 
a letter, and the address 
on the envelope referred 
to a street in south 


Wales - in Pontypridd.” 

Over the years, the 
family received 
infrequent letters from 
Pontypridd - and then 
they stopped. Slobodan 
suspected, but could not 
be certain, that his 
grandfather had died. 

He appealed in The 
GLM for information 
and has been receiving 
responses from people 
who knew his 
grandfather in 
Pontypridd. 

One said that Mr 
Ljubenko - “a very 
gentle person, a lovely 
man” - was known in 
Pontypridd as ‘Danny’, 
and that he passed away 
more than 10 years ago. 
He had lodged with a 
local family. 

Slobodan hopes to 
visit south Wales one 
day and see where his 
grandfather lived out the 
second half of his life.

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GRANDIOSE AND EPIC, CHRIS NOLAN’S 
INTERSTELLAR IS A TREMENDOUS WORK 


O VER the course of three Batman 
films (not to mention the 
underrated The Prestige and the 
rightly-rated Inception), Chris Nolan has 
emerged as a film maker of real power 
and clout - one of the few directors 
capable of bringing original, epic in scale 
films to cinema screens. 

Cardiff Bus to 
sponsor the Vale 
Jazz Festival 


LOCAL bus 
operator Cardiff 
Bus is the first 
sponsor to be 
announced in 
support of the 
proposed Vale Jazz 
Festival - it is 
planned to be held 
mid-June, 2015. 

Cardiff and Vale 
based Cardiff Bus made 
a goodwill gesture of 
supporting the event 
where they can, and 
allowing the festival to 
be advertised on all 
their vehicles. 

Coun Richard Berlin 
who is one of the 
organisers, said:

“Being part and 
parcel of everyday life 
in the Vale we felt it 
important to help the 
event move from an 
idea to a reality.” 


Interstellar sees him 
direct man of the 
moment, Matthew 
McConaughey, who 
plays Cooper, a former 
NASA test pilot who is 
tasked with the job of 
piloting scientists into 
the furthest reaches of 
space - and, indeed, 
beyond - in order to 
find an alternative 
planet for humanity to 
exist on - as earth is 
becoming weaker and 
weaker, battered by dust 
storms that are 
damaging food sources. 

However, on a 
journey that sees them 
travel through the 
galaxy and beyond, the 
team (including Anne 
Hathaway and Wes 
Bentley) soon realise 
that this is a mission 
with perils and danger 
at every turn... 

The old saying that 
“They don’t make them 
like they used to” most 
certainly applies to 
cinema. 

Where once film 
makers were given the 
freedom to create 
original stories, to test 
their abilities and not be 
afraid to dream a little 
bigger, we now find 
ourselves in a cinematic 
landscape where, when 
a director comes along 
to do just that, it’s seen 
as something of a rarity. 

It’s a theme that rears 
its head early on in 
Interstellar, Matthew 


McConaughey’s Cooper 
lamenting the fact that 
where once we looked 
at the stars, we now 
look at the floor - a not 
so subtle dig at 
Hollywood’s 
conservatism and lack 
of ambition perhaps, but 
certainly the fulcrum of 
Nolan’s intentions here. 

Yet amidst the 
hugeness of Nolan’s 
film, you’ll find a story 
that manages to be both 
heartfelt and 
intelligent - although 
some may find its final 
act pushing the 
boundaries too far. 

Over the course of 
the last decade, Nolan 
has shown a vision and 
scope that outstrips 
most film makers who 
have come through in 
the last 20 years or so, 
belonging in the same 
group as Steven 
Spielberg and Ridley 
Scott. 

Capable of delivering 
what an audience wants 
at a scale that astounds 
and mesmerises, his CV 
is littered with 
tremendous visual 
moments (the city 
folding in on itself in 
Inception, The Dark 
Knight’s 18 wheeler 
being flipped over). 

Over the course of 
169 minutes, Nolan 
leaves no stone 
unturned in order to 
create what is easily his 
most ambitious film to 



date, both thematically 
and in terms of its size. 
That he comes within a 
hair’s breadth of pulling 
it off shows just how 
good he is. 

You could easily 
argue that Interstellar is 
a film that owes a debt 
to Spielberg’s work; 
there’s the space theme, 
the delicate balance of 
story and visual 
ambition, the single 
parent family being tom 
apart by circumstances 
bigger than them - this 
is arguably Nolan’s take 
on a family film much 
like Close Encounters... 


was, a melding of big 
themes to a grounded 
story. 

Once we hit space 
you have to keep up, as 
the script, written 
alongside his brother 
Jonathan, doesn’t try to 
hide its intelligence, but 
there’s plenty of 
explanation and subtle 
exposition to avoid you 
getting too lost in the 
plot. 

That the brothers are 
able to marry up the 
lofty themes of 
relativity and whether 
time can be measured as 
a fourth dimension (try 
to keep up at the back), 
along with human 
concerns of leaving 
loved ones behind and 
ensuring the survival of 
the planet’s population, 
shows a deft touch. 

The sticking point is 
an ending which will 
easily divide audiences, 
some seeing it as a 
suitable way to wrap up 
proceedings, others a 
kowtow to 
conventionality,. 

How you take the 
film overall may depend 
on your feelings 
towards the conclusion, 
but of Nolan’s ability to 
paint on such a grand 
canvas you will have no 
doubt. 

The performances hit 
the mark, with Matthew 
McConaughey 
maintaining his hot 
streak with another 


incredible turn. Many’s 
the career renaissance 
that has been scuppered 
by a trip to the 
blockbuster land, but 
here McConaughey 
grounds the film with a 
performance that leans 
less on the fantastical, 
and more on a father 
leaving his children for 
what he believes is the 
greater good - and 
perhaps never returning. 

Nolan has built an 
all-star cast and there 
isn’t a weak link in the 
chain, though special 
attention should be paid 
to Mackenzie Foy as 
Cooper’s daughter, 
showing an incredible 
ability to hold her own 
with her more 
illustrious father. 

Its ambition cannot 
be faulted, and it’s 
possibly only in the way 
it handles its climax that 
the sheen may come off 
slightly for some, but 
Interstellar proves not 
only that Chris Nolan is 


one of the greatest, 
most ambitious 
directors of recent 
times, but also provides 
proof that cinema 
needn’t dumb itself 
down to resonate, in 
what is an incredible 
piece of film making. 

VERDICT - 
Grandiose, epic film 
making that is a feast 
for the eyes as much as 
the heart. Interstellar is 
a wonderful example of 
how visionary directors 
can create work that has 
as much style as it does 
substance. 

The cast are great, 
but this is the Chris 
Nolan show and he 
more than lives up to it; 
the climax may divide 
the viewer, but there is 
no doubting the 
incredible achievement 
made by the director 
here. Essential viewing.

OLD, fancy scents

There are cafes and restaurants 
aplenty, offering a tantalising 
range of tasty and restorative 
refreshments and a welcome 
refuge for those bulging bags 
(and feet).

Variety and traditional goods 
are the key to Arthur John’s 
success.

Feeling deprived of a good old 
retail rummage, since our own 
Johnny Thomas ironmongers 
closed in my home town of 
Porthcawl, I also found myself 
strangely drawn to the enticing 
labyrinth of knick-knackery - 
nails, nuts and bolts, tools, 
torches and tins of paint. 

Redolent of Dickens’ Old 
Curiosity Shop, this store caters 
for all tastes and needs and has, 
for me, that value-added 
attraction, vital to the incurable 
browser - an upstairs. Is it just 
me, or don’t you just LOVE a 
shop with a ‘More Upstairs’ sign? 
Eor me, it’s the retail equivalent 
of Hot Chocolate with whipped 
cream. Or, if you like, the icing 
on the cake. 

Some 75 per cent of women 
say that the chaps get it wrong 
when buying them gifts at 
Christmas. Mine once bought me 


a red basque two inches shorter 
than my body. Quasimodo in 
satin. Not a brilliant look. 

Shockingly, one in 20 couples 
admitted they’d even split up 
over a poor purchase.

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Protest held at Rhoose library 





RHOOSE residents last week staged a 
protest against council proposals to 
downgrade local library services. 

The residents were joined at Rhoose 
library hy councillors and regional AM, 
Andrew RT Davies. 

The Vale Council recently announced 
plans to reduce local library provision 
from a professional to a community run 
library. 

The plans form part of a strategy to 
save £500,000 from the Vale of 


Glamorgan Council’s library services 
budget. 

Chris Economides, chairman of the 
Save Rhoose Library campaign said the 
rationale given by the council did not 
make sense. 

“Rhoose was only added to the list of 
libraries to be downgraded at the last 
minute. We’ve yet to have any clear 
explanation of who made that decision 
and on what basis.” 

Andrew RT Davies said: “It’s not just 


about making books available and 
fostering a love of reading - libraries are 
social and cultural community hubs. 
These plans to downgrade provision in 
Rhoose are extremely concerning and 
today’s protest sent a strong message to 
the council.” 

Local councillor Jeff James added: “I 
was pleased to see a strong turn-out by 
locals, who took the opportunity to let 
the administration know what they 
thought of the plans.”

BARRY MEN’S FORUM NEWS 


‘Wings over Summer’ 
recalls Battle of Britain 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum, Group 
Captain Ron 

Powell, gave a 
detailed account of 
the Battle of 
Britain, as recorded 
in his new book 
Wings over Summer. 

The title ‘Battle of 
Britain’ is taken from a 
Winston Churchill 
speech in which he said 
that “...the Battle of 
France is over. The 
Battle of Britain is about 
to begin.” 

The German Navy 
was not large enough to 
invade Britain, so the 
Axis powers planned to 
wipe out the RAF, which 
they considered was far 
weaker than the 
Luftwaffe (the German 
Air Force). 

The first German 
bombing raids took place 
in July 1940. At first, the 
Luftwaffe bombed ships 
in the English Channel 
and coastal defences. 
They then concentrated 
on destroying the RAF 
airfields before turning 
their attention to the 
destruction of London. 

Ron noted the key 
event in the battle took 
place on September 15, 
1940, when Germany 
launched a massive 
assault on London and 
filled the skies with 955 
bombers and fighter 
planes. The RAF 
responded, and British 


planes successfully 
scattered the raiders. 
Although Germany 
continued to bomb 
Britain after this date, the 
RAF had clearly 
demonstrated that it 
wasn’t close to being 
defeated. Hitler 

postponed ‘Operation 
Sea Lion’, and diverted 
his intentions towards 
Russia. 

This left Britain as an 
‘aircraft carrier’ in a 


hostile Europe, but 
allowed the Allies to re¬ 
arm. 

On Thursday, 

November 20, Mr Alan 
Thorne will be speaking 
on the topic ‘Sir William 
Re ardon-Smith ’. The 
Forum meets at Trinity 
Presbyterian Church 
Hall, Aberystwyth 
Crescent, every Thursday 
morning at 10.15am.

She added: “I’m already getting orders for 
Christmas table decorations and wreaths, and the 
key is being able to offer good quality goods at 
value for money prices.” 

Another new business in Barry High Street - and 
this one only opened on November 1 - is The 
Queen B, which is owned by Jodie Tanner, who 
was still getting her breath back after a hectic 
opening weekend. 

The Queen B has caused a stir because it has 
been trading very successfully in Penarth for five 
years, and now Jodie has decided to bring its mix 
of ladies’ fashion, accessories and gifts to Barry. 

She said: “We had a phenomenal response on the 
opening Saturday, and I have had to bring three van 
loads of replacement stock across this week.” 

She puts the success of The Queen B down to 
her determination to offer something different to 
her customers, while keeping the prices keen and 
offering an “amazing” service. 

She said: “I spend a lot of time in London, 
buying brands that are not on sale in this area. We 
also make sure that the stock is changed on a 
regular basis, so customers will always find 
something new here.” 

She strongly believes that customers prefer to 
buy from independents who are showing initiative 
and offering a good service. 

She added: “We did find in Penarth that Barry 
people were not coming to us, so we decided to 
come to them - and I’m really glad we did!” 

The feeling that customers want to support their 
local business certainly strikes a chord with Tony 
Hopkins, who runs Vic Hopkins Butchers and was 
the chairman of the High Street Traders group for 
many years. 


After all, local businesses tend to pay their tax in 
this country - not Luxembourg! 

He said: “We have offered a real service for 
many years now. We offer continuity of supply and 
good quality, and people like that.” 

At this time of year, of course, Tony is gearing 
up for Christmas orders. He said: “Our turkeys 
have come from the same farm in Pembrokeshire 
for 18 years now - proper turkeys from a proper 
farm - and we still expect the traditional long 
queues just before Christmas.” 

In recent years, the High Street Traders have 
introduced late night opening on a Thursday in the 
run up to Christmas, and Tony is a firm believer in 
this.

What draws their 
attention is photographs 
of Barry - at the 
moment, there are some 
striking shots of areas of 
the town lightly 
blanketed in snow.

The Vale Council 
hits back over 
pothole pay-outs 


THE Vale Council has 
hit back after a report 
in the national media 
branded it as the 
second-highest payer 
of pothole 

compensation claims, 
writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

The report, based on 
information obtained by 
the insurance company 
LV=Road rescue, said 
that the Vale Council had 
paid out £152,045 in 
compensation so far this 
year. 

A council spokesman 
responded, saying that 
the figures were not 
based on like-for-like 
comparisons, and 

insisted that the correct 
pothole compensation 
figure was £18,295. 

Certainly, any layman 
looking at the 
information would have 
found a number of 
puzzling aspects. 

For instance, at 
number three in the list is 
Surrey County Council, 
with a payout of 
£134,304 for a total of 
3,024 claims. 

This contrasts with the 
Vale Council, where only 
148 claims racked up the 
£152,045 compensation 
pay-out. 

This gives such a vast 
differential in the average 
pay-out that it is hard to 
believe that like is being 
compared with like. 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson stated: 
“The figure quoted in the 
LV insurance press 
release is based on an 
FOI for claims as a result 
of all carriageway 
defects. 

“This definition 
covers a wide range of 
highway issues such as 
uneven road surfaces, 
water pooling, damaged 
or stolen manhole covers 
and damaged kerbs, in 
addition to just potholes. 

“In 2013/14 the Vale 
paid out only £18,295.04 
as a result of claims for 
damage caused by 
potholes.” 

He went on to talk 
about the council’s 
record for repairing 
potholes, saying: “In 
2013/14 the Vale filled in 
over 5,000 holes. 

“Around 800 were 
what are officially 


classed as potholes 
(holes more than 90mm 
deep) and around 4,500 
other holes were filled in 
as part of The Big Fill 
campaign. 

“In the same year, the 
Vale Council spent 
approximately £5 50k 
repairing our roads. 

“The council 

endeavours to fill all 
potholes reported within 
28 days. We would urge 
residents to report any 
potholes that they are 
aware of. This can be 
done by calling 01446 
700111 or via our 
website. 

Vale MPAlun Cairns 
commented: “It goes 
without saying that the 
issue of potholes is very a 
common problem raised 
on the doorstep. People 
are weary of seeing 
yellow lines painted 
around what can be 
dangerous potholes just 
to protect the local 
authority. 

“Some of the potholes 
are left untouched for up 
to a month and worsen 
rapidly - these 
timescales should be 
reviewed. 

“The local authority 
has a more targeted 
operation maintaining 
our roads but with the 
weather turning, we 
could face the perfect 
storm of bad weather 
combined with more 
potholes forming - and a 
bigger compensation bill 
for the authority.” 

Miles Punter, Director 
of Visible Services at the 
Vale Council, explained: 
“Several bad winters 
have caused damage to 
Vale roads, as is the case 
across the country, and 
keeping up with the road 
surfacing and pothole 
problems is a great 
challenge for all 
councils. 

“However, we know 
this is an important issue 
for our residents and so 
we are doing a huge 
amount of work to tackle 
the problem. 

“As part of The Big 
Fill campaign, we now 
have our officers 
working on Saturdays 
and Sundays to fill holes 
and we have filled more 
than 5,000 in the last 
year alone.”

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NEWS FROM BARRY CAMERA CLUB 

A close call in 
Cardiff contest 


OCTOBER has been a busy 
month for the Camera Club, as 
we started our October 
programme with a new 
feature. 

The members were asked to vote for 
and select the shots that would be 
entered in the forthcoming battle 
against the Cardiff Camera Club, a 
process that has formerly been the duty 
of a small selection committee. 

However, the experiment proved a 
complete success with Barry doing 
extremely well against the Cardiff 
opposition. 

The contest took place on Thursday, 
October 23 at Cardiff and was was of 
two rounds, prints and digital images, 
with the clubs submitting 10 images 
for each. The judge for the evening 
was Jan Cawley, the current president 
of the Welsh Photographic Federation 
who, as always, offered insightful 
comments on the work. 

She added to the tension by not 
having tallied the scores, so even she 
did not know which club would come 
out on top. 

Prints were judged first. In the last 
few years Barry has often come off 
second best with prints, but not this 
time! Frank Clelland came away with 
a perfect 20 for his image ‘Love in the 
Arches. Roy Carr’s lovely landscapes 
scored 19 points with ‘Buachaille 
Etive Mor’ and 18 with ‘Ullswater 
Dusk’, which secured the top three 
places. 

At the half way stage, Barry had 
scored 163 points out of a possible 
200, with Cardiff only gaining 158, so 
first round to Barry! 

Cardiff, however, reversed their 
fortunes with a very strong entry in the 
digital round, where they gained the 
first three places. However, Barry 
members Steve Everitt with his 
‘Determination’, Tina Haydon with 
‘Beach Den’ and Glenn Porter with his 
‘New York Skyline’ scored a 
respectable 17 points each for Barry. 

The final score was Cardiff 325 to 
323 for Barry, which was a close call 
and a huge improvement over recent 
years. 

The evening of Eriday, October 10 
was given over to digital imaging. 
Allen Lloyd, ARPS, AWPE visited us 
to present his talk entitled ‘Essential 
Photoshop’. Given the widely varying 
levels of ‘hands-on’ experience with 
Photoshop among those present, Allen 
made the talk interesting to all, 
demonstrating the core concepts of 
selections, levels and blending and 
showing these in practice in examples 
of his own work. 

Allen also showed how, for a far 
lower cost, the ‘Lightroom’ program 
which is widely considered the ‘little 
brother’ of Photoshop can be used to 
almost the same effect as Photoshop 
itself. 

Even those members who normally 
shy away from too much computerised 
input to their photography appreciated 
Allen’s talk. 

The following week saw us 
concentrating on the printed image 
when we were given a presentation by 
Gareth Martin, AWPE, CPAGB 
entitled ‘Just Mono’. This was given 
over to a display of Gareth’s 
monochrome work, predominantly in 
black and white, although some work 
was in monochromatic colour. 

Gareth showed us a wide range of 
effects and demonstrated how a mood 
can be obtained by judicious use of 
shadow and texture. It was also 
interesting to note how Gareth chose to 
present many of his images printed as 
small as six inches by eight, which is 
completely contrary to the popular 
practice of very large prints, but very 
interesting none the less. 

October 24 saw the visit of Tenby- 
based photographer Harry Gardiner, 
AWPE who gave us a talk on the 
creation, presentation and marketing of 
his panoramas. A panorama is 
essentially a long, narrow picture, 
usually of a landscape or seascape 


subject. 

Inevitably, Harry’s photography is 
based on the views around his home 
town and he showed many attractive 
pieces of work and it was very 
interesting to compare how a 
professional photographer’s style and 
work practices differ to those of us 
hobbyists. 

The month wrapped up on 
competition night. The judge this 
month was the well-regarded Newport 
photographer, John Ridge well ARPS, 
who commented favourably on the 
high standard of the entries in both 
print and digital media. John found it 
difficult to separate the top entries in 
each category but finally settled on the 
prize winners for each category as 
follows: 

Monochrome print: Eirst place 
went to Mike Lewis who scored a 
maximum 20 points with his ‘Wheel 
And Wings’. Joint second places each 
scoring 19 points went to Rob Owens 
with his portrait ‘Soldier of the 101st 
Airborne’ and Glenn Porter with his 
landscape shot ‘Striding Edge to 
Helvellyn’. Third place, unusually, was 
jointly awarded to two prints by the 
same photographer, Roy Carr, with his 
landscapes ‘Loch Duich Reflections’ 
and ‘Contemplation’, both prints 
having been awarded 18 points. 

Colour print: Eirst place with a 
maximum of 20 points was awarded to 
Glenn Porter with his ‘Evening View 
of Corn Du’. Three prints took joint 
second place with 19 points: Barbra 
Archdale-Smith with an urban shot 
entitled ‘Charles Bridge Strollers’, and 
two landscapes form Glenn Porter 
(‘Llyn Idwal’) and Rob Owens (‘Llyn 
Gegennen’). 

Eive prints shared third place each 
gaining 18 points. Two of those were 
submitted by Prank Clelland, entitled 
‘Bandstand at Disk’ and ‘Past Jet’. 
Two were by Mike Lewis entitled ‘One 
Man and His Dog’ and ‘At The Tip’ 
and the fifth was Roy Carr’s ‘Light 
Around Loch Duich’. 

Digital Image: Maximum points of 
20 and first place was awarded to Mike 
Lewis for an unusual but effective 
landscape entitled ‘Limestone 
Country’. Second place was shared by 
David Green with his ‘Bin On The 
Pier’ and Brian Trego with his ‘Eirst 
Snow’, each scoring 19 points. 

There was a three-way tie for third 
place: Tom Conibear with a natural 
history shot entitled ‘Lizard’, Glen 
Porter with his ‘Penarth Pier’ and Mike 
Lewis with ‘Eileen Doonan Castle’. 

Our thanks go to John for his very 
constructive and positive criticism 
throughout the evening and 
congratulations to all prize winners, 
but especially new members Glenn 
Porter and Tom Conibear for their 
successes.

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‘The day I met Sir 
Gordon Richards’ 


THERE may still be some 
GEM readers who can 
recall the Cardiff 
Continental Waxworks 
situated a few doors down 
from the Royal Hotel in 
Cardiff. 

Well, when it closed in 1946 
most of the wax effigies ended up 
at Coney Beach, Porthcawl, but 
whether the wax model of the 
legendary flat racing jockey 
Gordon Richards or the one of the 
well-known racing tipster Prince 
Mono lulu were among them, I 
cannot say. 

When I was a little boy, I 
regularly visited the Cardiff 
Continental Waxworks and 
although I was only ten years old 
when it closed it has made a 
lasting impression on me. I would 
often gaze up at the effigy of the 
famous horseman which was 
apparently dressed in the actual 
racing silks he had worn when 
winning the 1930 St Leger on 
Lord Glanely’s Singapore. 

Little did I think then that one 
day, in my role as a racing 
correspondent, I would get to meet 
the great man in the flesh, so to 
speak. He was Sir Gordon then 
and it was at a press luncheon in 
his honour at Chepstow 
Racecourse, not long before he 
died and where he had in 1933 
established a world record when 
riding 12 consecutive winners. 

I managed to have quite a long 
chat with him and although he had 
set his record-breaking 12 
successive winners at the Welsh 
racecourse (well, at least 11 of 
them), he revealed to me that his 
favourite racecourse had been 


Newmarket. 

As he was bom the son of a 
Shropshire miner, I tried to 
convince him that he was Welsh. 
And although he admitted that 
Richards was a Welsh name he 
didn’t quite agree to being a 
Welshman! 

A smart, dapper man, he kindly 
signed my menu card but my one 
regret is that I didn’t ask him 
whether those racing colours that 
had been on his wax effigy were in 
fact genuine. 

And, as for the famous racing 
tipster, ‘I Gotta Horse’ Prince 
Monolulu, who used to wear a 
headband of ostrich feathers, I got 
to meet him too! 

For the record, Gordon’s first 
ride at Chepstow was in the St 
Andrew’s Plate which he won on 
Fred Darling’s Manner by a 
comfortable three lengths. In the 
next race, the Clearwell Selling 
Plate, he rode his second winner 
Brush Past, which drew away in 
the closing stages to score by four 
lengths. 

Next race on the card was the 
Bulwark Selling Plate and a filly 
named Miss B gave him his third 
success of the afternoon. Just over 
half an hour or so later, Gordon 
was again in the winner’s 
enclosure after winning the Severn 
Stakes Sweepstake on Arona. 

His delighted followers could 
hardly wait for the runnners to line 
up for the Glanely Handicap, 
which he won on Red Horizon. 
The final race of the afternoon was 
the Castleford Handicap and the 
crowd went mad when the 
champion jockey, on Lord 
Woolavington’s Delicia, stormed 
home into the lead to win by a 
length. 


Hats and racecards were thrown 
into the air and the cheering went 
on for some time. Racegoers 
rushed from the members’ 
enclosure and Tattersalls’ 
enclosure to congratulate Gordon, 
who had never on one occasion 
used his whip. 

More people than usual turned 
up at Chepstow on the second day 
of the two-day meeting to see the 
great jockey in action. There was 
a desperate finish to the opener, 
the Llangibby Maiden Plate, in 
which Gordon got The Covenanter 
home by a head. He took the next 
race too on Kirtimuir, before 
winning the Golden Hill Selling 
Plate on June Rose. 

The Welsh St Leger was next on 
the card and once again Gordon 
won cleverly on Montrose. 

In the next race, the Hughes 
Morgan Handicap, Gordon saw to 
it that the filly he was riding lived 
up to her name scoring by two 
lengths. Despite carrying top 
weight in the last race, Gordon’s 
mount Eagle Ray was made an 
odds-on favourite. 

Everyone it seemed at 
Chepstow was willing Gordon to 
go through the card again; and the 
atmosphere was electric as the 
runners went down to the start. 

However, sadly it was not to be 
and in a tight finish Eagle Ray 
finished third, beaten a head and a 
neck, after conceding 291bs to the 
winner. But by riding the winner 
of his last race at Nottingham the 
day before, his total of successful 
winning rides came to a then 
record-breaking dozen.

Just three chances remain for Wales to prove they 
PONT have a southern hemisphere hang-up, but... 



Nothing less than a handsome 
victory will do against Fijians! 



L ast week, this column 

concluded with the words ...‘T/ze 

giant strides made since Warren Gatland 
took over the helm in 2008, have turned Wales 
into a genuinely competitive force to be reckoned 
with on the world stage - but closing games out 
has all too often proved beyond a still young 
squad that has yet to acquire the total self- 
confidence that marks out the southern 
hemisphere giants from the rest. 

“This weekend, the Welsh camp hope the team 
will start to prove that this vital piece of the 
jigsaw is at last in placed'* 

Sadly, that proved not to be, as a frustrated 
Welsh camp was again left to ruefully reflect on 
a match of ‘ifs and maybes’ as clinical Australia 
showed precisely how to win tight games on 
Saturday, by inching into a two-point lead as 
the clock ticked down at the Millennium 
Stadium, then forcing a kickable penalty to 
apply the coup de grace for a 33-28 victory, their 
10th in succession over Wales. 

How galling it must be for former All Black 
Gatland to see his charges faithfully execute his 
game plan - to replicate southern hemisphere 
pace and intensity from the outset - scoring 
four excellent touchdowns (including a morale¬ 
boosting penalty try) and yet lose a high-scoring 
encounter by just five points through 
fundamental errors at critical moments. 

In reality, though, it was always going to be a 


tall order, remembering that until Saturday, 
Australia had won 26 of the 37 previous clashes 
(20 victories in 22 games coming since they lost 
to Wales in the third place play off in the first 
Rugby World Cup in 
1987). They were now 
intent on ramming 
home their dominance 
and laying down a 
psychological marker 
for next year’s 
tournament. 

In that they were 
successful, which may 
well turn out to be the 
true significance of a 
match that Wales had 
also viewed as a 
supreme opportunity to 
break the stranglehold 
and prove that, 
contrary to popular 
belief, there is no 
‘mental hang-up’ 
where the men from 
Down Under are 
concerned. 

Indeed, Gatland had 
insisted beforehand: 

We are definitely good 
enough to beat 
Australia. Ifs just 
having the experience 
and nous to close those 
games out, especially 
when we are in the 
lead.” 

And that, of course, 
was again essentially 
the difference between 
two totally-committed 
teams that for all of 70 
minutes were fairly 
evenly matched - but 
just as England found 
in their equally 
frustrating 21-24 loss 
to New Zealand at 
Twickenham the same 
day, southern 
hemisphere sides still 
retain that ruthless 
edge when it comes to 
tight margins between 
defeat and victory. 


In the corresponding autumn fixture last year 
at the Millennium Stadium, Wales lost by just 
four points (26-30) in the dying seconds - but if 
anything, Saturday’s defeat would have hurt the 
players more, being scant reward for an 
exceptional team performance that could not be 
faulted for effort and commitment. 

Indeed, they had almost immediately brought 
the stadium crowd leaping to their feet by 
drawing first blood through a try by Bridgend 
and Ospreys scrum half, Rhys Webb, who sold 
an outrageous dummy and darted through 
unopposed near the posts, restored full back 
Leigh Halfpenny adding the simple conversion 
for a 7-0 lead. 

Welsh teams have been undone in the past by 
being too slow off the mark and leaving 
themselves far too much to do - but on this 
occasion the players, to a man, were a 
revelation - matching their vaunted opponents 
for pace and intensity - though, critically, not 
for patience and composure. 

This resulted in Australia’s full back Israel 
Folau going over for the first of his two tries, 
converted in front of the posts by man-of-the- 
match outside half, Bernard Foley (who would 
go on to amass 18 points with the boot) to level 
the score. 

Welsh hearts sank when the grateful 
Wallabies snapped up another gifted try, 
instantly turning defence into attack as hero 
turned ‘villain’ Webb, whose quick-silver, 
sniping runs were keeping the defence on 
maximum alert, blotted his copybook with an 
ill-timed and unnecessary miss-pass yards from 
the opposing try-line, which saw lurking danger 
man Folau gleefully intercept and race the 
length of the field unchallenged. 

The try was converted by Foley to make the 
score 7-14 and many may have feared this 
would be a turning point in the game and that 
Australia would turn the screw. 

That they didn’t do so, had much to do with 
George North at centre (he would move to his 
more familiar position on the wing when 
Halfpenny was later injured). 

North completed a Welsh attack with a 
trademark run that released right wing Alex 
Cuthbert, who raced over for a try, converted 
by Halfpenny. 

Four minutes later, Australia regained the 
lead with a try by burly centre Tevita Kuidrani 
and sharpshooter Foley added the two points to 
make the score 14-21. 

With half time fast approaching, the Welsh 


attackers stormed the ramparts again and a 
kick to touch saw the pack pile on the pressure, 
with Alun-Wyn Jones claiming the touchdown 
and Biggar adding the conversion - to again 
level matters (21-21) in this see-saw of a match 
at the interval. 

One minute after the change-over, Foley 
slotted over a penalty - but to their credit, the 
home team rallied under replacement half backs 
Mike Phillips and Rhys Priestland, a 
threatening forward drive only ended by 
desperate Oz defence. 

Wales fell further behind to another Foley 
penalty, but then came another powerful pack 
effort that forced five scrums near the opposing 
line - the referee eventually losing patience and 
awarding a penalty try. This was converted by 
Priestland to nudge his team one point in front 
at 28-27, with barely six minutes to full time. 

This, though, was more than enough for a 
southern hemisphere team that only recently 
had been unlucky to lose by the same margin to 
the mighty All Blacks - and an ice-cool drop 
goal, followed by a last-minute penalty by that 
man Foley, again deprived Wales of a prized SH 
scalp. 

Next up is Fiji on Saturday and there can be 
no ifs and huts about this one. Welsh hopes 
should be high, having won seven of the 
previous nine encounters .and rattling up 289 
points to Fiji’s II9. On the face of it then, this 
should be the easiest of the home team’s four 
autumn matches, having previously inflicted 
heavy defeats on the South Seas Islanders. 

These included 40-3 in the first match in 1985; 
58-14 in 2002 and 66-0 in RWC 2011. Against 
that, Fiji have managed only a draw (16-16) the 
year before and a solitary win. 

However, that result sent shock waves through 
Wales, when the team that two years previously 
had won a Grand Slam, were put on an early 
plane home from the 2007 RugbyWorld Cup in 
France, after going down 34-38 in a Barbarians¬ 
like try-fest at Stade de la Beaujoire. 

It saw the abrupt demise of head coach 
Gareth Jenkins and his replacement by Gatland 
(who promptly went on to lead Wales to their 
second Grand Slam in 2008). 

He will need no reminding of the events of 
2007, or the fact that Fiji are once again in 
Wales’ Pool at RWC 2015. 

Even so, it would be a global shock of even 
greater seismic proportions if, despite the much- 
changed side announced on Tuesday, there was 
nothing less than a handsome Welsh victory to 
restore team confidence for the toughest autumn 
test of all to come - against world champions 
New Zealand. 

The autumn target of at least two wins may 
yet be achievable, though it may well come 
down to the final fixture against South Africa. 

Ireland have already shown the way with an 
impressive 29-15 victory over the Springboks at 
the weekend. Now Wales must also prove that the 
southern hemisphere holds no fears as the Rugby 
World Cup looms ever nearer on the horizon.
